Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments presented in reply filed on 7/24/2008, are found to be persuasive. 
Further, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a plasma display device 
comprising all the limitations set forth in claim 9, particularly comprising a phosphor 
whose composition is Ba^j.^.y) Sry MgAlioOjy: Eux, wherein x has a value such that 
0.01 X 0.20, and y has a value such that 0. 1 y 0.30, and wherein the at least one phosphor 
layer is formed of a phosphor which has been fired in atmospheric air at a temperature 
ranging from 800 °C to 1500 °C, fired in a reducing atmosphere at a temperature ranging 
from 1 100 °C to 1500 °C, and fired in an oxidizing atmosphere at a temperature ranging 
from 600 °Cto 1000 °C.
